<  For  tli e  information  of  persons  who 
cxpoct  to  enroll  ns  students  of  the 
.  College  mid  of  the  parents  of  such 
students,  that  they  may  know  what 
the  College  expects,  the  following 
summary  of  student  regulations  is  sub¬ 
mitted. 

,  Living  Standards. 

The  following  living  standards  have 
been  established  by  the  Student  Wel¬ 
fare;  Committee  of  the  Faculty  and 
the  Student  Council: 

lJ  Students  may  expect  quiet  and 
cleanliness  in  their  rooming  house;  a 
reasonable  use  of  the  general  recep¬ 
tion  room-  for  their  cullers;  rooms 
warmed  to  a  sufficient  temperature  in 
the  spring  and  fall  as  well  as  in  win¬ 
ter;  hot  water  for  bathing  at  reason¬ 
able  times;  rooms  always  lighted  suf¬ 
ficiently  for  study  purposes. 

’  2.' :  Householders  may  expect  that 
students  will  be  qbiet'  and  orderly  in 
their  conduct,  take  duo  care  of  the 
furniture  and  premisses,  be  economical 
in  the  use  of  lights,  be  reasonable  in 
their  requests  for  privileges,  make  def- 
.  inite;  arrangements  for  any  special 
privilege  desired,  and  observe  the 
study  hour  of  the  college  stated  be- 
■  low.  1 

a.  Rooms. should  bo  engaged  for  a 
.  full  term.  If  a,  change  seems  necessary 
during  the  term,  the  student  should 
consult  the  Dean  of  Women  in  regard 
to  the  change. 

4.  Each  rooming  place  must  liuvo 
a  responsible  person  continually  in 
charge. 

5.  Young  women  will  room  in 

homes-  where  only  young  wonicn  are 
kept.  Likewise  young  men'  will  room 
in  homes  only  -where  young  men  arc 
kept.  1  -  • 

0.  Women  students  must  not  lodge 
in  a’ house  where  there  is-  not  a  gen- 
crel  (reception  room  in  which  they  .may 
receive  their  callers.^. 

Hours. 

It  is  expected  that  quiet  hours  will 
bo  observed  in  all  houses  from  8  p.  m. 
to"  0  a. -m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wed¬ 
nesday,  Thursday;  from  10:30  p.  ill. 
to  (i  a.  in.  on  Friday  and  Suturduy, 
uiid  from  10  p.  m.  on  Sunday..  * 
From  November  1  to  April  1  women 
students  must  ho  in  their  rooming 
places  not  later  than  10  o’clock  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,.  Wednesday,  Thurs¬ 
day  ;  and  Sunduy  nights,  and  not  later 
tlianV  10:30  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights.  From  April  1  to  Novembor  1, 
the  10:30  hour  will  prevail  through 
tho  week;  Any  permission  for  later 

*  hours  must  bo  arranged  for  with  the 
householder  -before  six  p.  in. 

Dates. 

Women  students  may  receive  calls 
from  men  or  attend  social  functions 
with  them  on  Friduy,  Saturday,  or 
Sunduy  nights.  One  mid-week  duto  is 
allowed.  Dates  must  not,  however,  ex¬ 
ceed' a  total  of  three  a  week.  A  “date”

shall  bo  interpreted  to  mean  an  eve¬ 
ning  call  from  a  man  or  any  eveuing 
social-  engugcmcht  out  of  the  house 
after  8  o’clock;  wl.tli  or  without  a  man. 
Collego  -games  and  parties  in  which 
tho  whole  school  participates  shall  bo 
exceptions  to  tho  date  rules.  i 

Other  Exceptions. 

Attendance  at  any  religious  meeting 
shall'  not  be  iuterpretatod  us  a  dute,-— 
A  visit  to  the  public  librury  for  tho 
puyioso  of  study  shall  not  be  inter- 
ported  us  a  dute — 

Attenduueo  at  credit, .  non-credit,  or 
discussion  groups  which  'meet  for  edu¬ 
cational  purposos,  shall  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  dute — 

Provided  tliut  tho  engagement  tor 
minnto  us  soon  aftor  the  close  of  the 
inoetlug  as  is  is  possible  for  tho  stu 
dent  to  reach  homo. 

Students,  leaving  town  for  the  ubuuI 
woek'-oud  vislto  ahull  be  credited  with 
two  dutes  und  will,  therefore,  bo  eg 
titled  to  eithor  a  Sunday  night  date 
or  ouo  mid-week  date,  but  iiot  both.

ITS  19th  YEAR 


Two  Hundred  and  Six  Students  At 
First  Session — Service  Keynote  for 
Future  Years. 


Nineteen  years  ago  this  month  the 
first  session  of  the  Northwest  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College,  then  a  state 
normal  school,  was  ’  held:  Two  hun¬ 
dred  and  six  students  were  enrolled. 

Today  students  from  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri,  adjoining  counties  and  adjoining 
states,  more  than  fifteen  hundred  of 
them  are  pouring  into  Maryville  for 
tlie  nineteenth  summer  session.  Last 
summer’s  enrollment  was '  15Gb  alnd 
equally  as  .  many  lire  , Expected  this 
year.

On  October  12,  1907,  fitting  cere¬ 


monies,  which  were  wltneqped  by  one 
of  the  largest  crowds  ever  assembled 


in.  Maryville,  gathered  -to  witness  the 
laying  of  the  cornerstone.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  address  was  delivered' by  Hon. 
Joseph  AV.  Folic,  then  governor  of  Mis¬ 
souri  and  was  followed  by  C.  J.  Col- 
den,  then  president  of  the  Board  of 
Regents.  Until  completion  of  the  new 
building,  classes  were  held  in  the 
Seminary  building,  which  had  former¬ 
ly  been  used  as  a 'private  school.  In 
1917  tho  Fiftletli  Goneral  Assembly  of 
Missouri  passed  a  law  that  changed 
the  name  of  the  Normal  School  to  that 
of  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Tea¬ 
chers  College. 

The  College  enters  upon  its  nine¬ 
teenth  year  with  a  feeling  of  just  grat¬ 
ification  for  its  past  achievements  in 
the  educational  world.  The  faculty  and 
administration,  of  (lie  past  and  pres¬ 
ent,  feels  they  ,  have  served  well  the 
people  of  Northwest  Missouri. 

In  looking  towards  tlie  future  the 
responsibility  for  educational  service 
pushes  into  tlie  background  any  feel¬ 
ing -of  just  gratification  for  past  at¬ 
tainments.
